can advance to the box, or 
unnecessary m a nipulations 
must be made after the de¬ 
posit to get your car away 
from the box, especially so 
when an alley is directly in 
the rear of you and other 
patrons are using the en¬ 
trance or exit. 

The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Board of Directors 
have gone on record asking 
that angle parking be pro¬ 


vided in front of the post 
office. It can easily be seen 
that where now six cars are 
parked, that with angle 
parking 12 could occupy the 
same space with little or no 
effort in arriving or depart¬ 
ing, but would' this have a 
tendency to louse up the 
traffic conditions of Baldwin 
Avenue? 

By studying the situation, 
one solution might be that 
the receiving box of the post 
office could be moved north 
of the alloy and lowere<l to 
accommodate those wishing 
to place mail from the .scat 
of the car. This of course 
would eliminate .several 
spaces of angle parking in 
that area, but would allow 
easy entrance and depar¬ 
ture. Angle parking would 
eertainly solve tlie situation, 
and' both of the above would 
have a tondeney to improve 
the situation considerably.

Two Must Go Together 


The Chamber of Commerce of the United States is 
one of the many groups which favors substantial tax 
reductions as a spur to lagging business. 

At the same time, the Chamber emphasized the need 
for an accompanying rigid economy program in govern¬ 
ment. In Its view, cuts of more than $5 billion could be 
made in the budget for fiscal 1963 without harm to any 
essential program or service. 

The Chamber’s tax reduction plan involves several 
steps: A cut in top bracket individual income tax rates 
from 91 percent to 65 percent; splitting of the lowest 
individual tax bracket, with a 15 percent rate on the lower 
portion: proportionate adjustment of the rates between 
the maximum and the minimum; reduction of the cor¬ 
porate tax rate from the present 52 percent to 47 percent. 
'The result would be a spur to consumer spending and, 
more important in the long run, stimulated capital in¬ 
vestment by enterprise. This is the source of more and 
better jobs — just as it is the source of more tax revenues 
in the future. 

But —• a big cut in taxes without a cut in spending 
could prove disastrous.

The Missing Missile Gap 

One of John F. Kennedy’s sternest campaign issues 
was the “missile gap” between the United States and Soviet 
Russia. Our doom or our salvation depended, he implied, 
on the results of the election. 

A revealing-and heartening — — commentary 

on the validity of Mr. Kennedy’s warning has been com¬ 
piled by U. S. News and World Report. According to that 
magazine the United States now has sufficient missile 
and bomber strength to crush the Soviet nation even if 
the Reds were able first to deliver the most deadly nuclear 
attack conceivable In view of their known strength. Our 
arsenal includes 700 heavy bombers to Russia’s 150; 144 
Polaris missiles to Russia’s none; 90 intercontinental ballis¬ 
tic missiles to Russia’s 75 or 100; 90 IRBMs within range 
of Russian targets, no Soviet IRBMs within range of us; 
350 seaborne missiles capable of hitting Russia, only 50 
capable of hitting us. So it goes.
